Document 1 : WO 01/25200 Al (TAKEDA CHEMICAL INDUSTRIES, LTD.) April 12, 2001 
Inventive Step 

Document 1 describes an agent for the prevention of HIV infection that contains the CC 
chemokine receptor antagonist represented by General Formula (T) of this application (claim 1). 

hi this context, in the field of infectious diseases the risk of infection by HIV and hepatitis viruses 
through the use of blood and blood products was widely known to persons skilled in the art before the 
filing date of this application, and this examination finds that the prevention of these infections 
through transfusions was a widely known problem to persons skilled in the art. Therefore, persons 
skilled in the art could easily conceive of utilizing the compound of Formula (T), which, as described 
in document 1, provides the effect of preventing HTV infection, when using transfusions or blood 
products. 

Furthermore, the inventions of claims 1-3 and 5 do not provide any particularly outstanding effect 
that could not be foreseen by persons skilled in the art based on document 1 .
